WHO SOUGHT LOVE 


Tragedy in Cumberland Apart- 


ment House. Tried to 


Force Love. 


Mrs. Kate Uhl, young wife of Mer- 


vin Uhl, Cumberland, Wednesday 
stabbed Bryan Pownall to death in 
the kitchen of the Uhl's flat claiming 
that he had tried to make love to her 
and had broken up her home. 
The 


husband of the woman had found 
Pownall in his home late Tuesday 
night on. his 
return. Wednesday 


morning he told her he was "through 
with her and that she would have to 
leave the house." She sent for Pow- 
nall after her husband left and told 
him he would have to straighten out 
matters between her husband and her- 
self. 
Pownall, it is stated, laughed 


at her and attempted to bestow ca- 
resses upon her, refusing to see the 
husband. She then stabbed him. 


The young wife, who is the mother 


of three children, aged six, three and 
one years, respectively, told the police 
and county coroner that she had eafl- 
ed Pownall into her home from his 
apartments on the second floor for the 
purpose of having him go to her hus- 
band and tell him that it was not her 
fault that he had been paying atten- 
tion to her. 


When he refused and tried to force 


himself on her by attempting to kiss 
,her, she picked up a practically new 
knife, similar to those used in stick- 
ing hogs, from the kitchen cabinet 
and thrust into his breast just above 
the heart. With blood streaming from 
tlje gaping wound Pownall fled from 
the Uhl kitchen and ran up stairs to
